The bill would exem pt reporters 
from being required to reveal their 
news sources generally in federal 
Courts, before federal grand juries 
or to congressional com m ittees. It 
would apply to those actually gath­ 
ering news for publications, -news 
services, radio and t e l e v i s i o n 
broadcast.

WASHINGTON UP — A move to 
clam p specific legal curbs on im­ 
ports of lead, zinc and oil moved 
into the forefront today in a devel­ 
oping congressional battle over for­ 
eign trade. 
There were Indications that spon­ 
sors of a general tightening of tar­ 
iff and import quota barriers, who 
say they want to protect American 
industry 
from 
cheaper 
foreign 
competition, will 
push hard for 
specific proposals in those fields. 
Prospects were more promising 
for a compromise on som e other 
points in a bill by Rep. Richard M. 
Simpson <R-Pa> to extend the Re­ 
ciprocal Trade Act for one year 
beyond June 12 but write new re­ 
strictions in it. The act authorizes 
the President to negotiate with 
other nations for a mutual lower­ 
ing of tariffs. 
Secretary of the Interior McKay 
was scheduled to testify before the 
House Ways and Means Committee 
today, followed by Secretary of 
Agriculture Benson. 
Already, four high officials have 
pleaded for approval of P resident 
Eisenhower’s request for a straight 
one-year extension of the present 
act, with no changes in policy, 
pending an exhaustive study by a 
special commission of law m akers 
and presidential appointees.

Auto Mishaps 
Down In City 


The num ber of arrests for traf­ 
fic law violations is increasing and 
the accident rate is decreasing in 
Escanaba, according to statistics of 
the Escanaba Police Departm ent 
reported today by Glen S. Leon­ 
ard, city safety director. 
There were 103 arrests in April 
for moving violations and 49 tor- 
defective equipm ent and opera­ 
tor’s license, bringing the 
total 
this year to date to 341 moving 
violations and 207 for defective 
equipment and operator’s licenses. 
The totals so far this year 
compare to 194 for moving and 
75 for defective equipment and 
operator’s license for the same 
period in 1952. 
For the year 1952 there was a 
reduction of 54 in the total num ­ 
ber of accidents, the safety d i­ 
rector reported. 
In 1951 there were 475 
acci­ 
dents reported, and in 1952 there’ 
were 529, or 54 less than the pre­ 
vious year. 
For the first three months of 
1953 there was a reduction 
of 
seven accidents under the total 
for the same period in 1952, in­ 
dicating a downward trend in 
traffic accidents within the city, 
the safety director noted.

Mink Markets, 
Nutrition Are 
Discussed Here 


New developments in the mink in­ 
dustry were discussed last night 
at-a meeting of the Upper Mich­ 
igan Mink Breeders Association at 
Ford River Town Hall, attended by 
about 30 members. 
Gerald Stilt/, of the National Fur 
Food Company of Fond du Lac, 
Wis., gave an informative talk on 
the latest advances being made in 
the field of nutrition of mink. Va­ 
rious mink associations have fi­ 
nanced a program of research at 
the University of Wisconsin for the 
purpose of simplifying and better­ 
ing 
present methods 
of feeding 
these animals, he reported. 
Cod liver oil, Stilt/ said, is a 
dangerous item in a mink s diet. 
When it is old. it loses its A and D 
value but also destroys other valu­ 
able vitamins in the foods. It must 
be used and stored in a specific 
manner. To offset this problem, a 
new dry form of vitamins A and D 
has been developed which has a 
stabilized quality and will not be­ 
come rancid when stored under 
normal conditions. 
Bladder stones in mink bas be­

exclusively now to support our economy, 
As a matter of fact, the law cited by De­ 
tente officials contains a loophole that al­ 
lows the government to buy abroad when 
the public interest dictates or the cost ot 
U. S. equipment is unreasonably hiRh. This 
loophole often has been used in the past. 
There appears utterly 
no 
justification 
for this blow at British trade. 
American 
makers of electrical equipment are strong­ 
ly placed. They are not in danger of buck­ 
ling from overseas competition. 
On the other hand, this country is at a 
crucial stage in its trade relations with 
Europe and the rest of the* world. We are 
al the moment when we must demonstrate 
how sincerely we mean our devotion to the 
idea of strong and 
self-supporting 
eco­ 
nomies for all free nations. 
ll America, the wealthiest country and 
biggest producer of all, isn t 
willing 
to 
take some of tile products turned out by 
others, then those nations won't get on the 
road to self-support. 
Our good faith in this matter must be 
particularly called in question

slam the door on British goods

him to issue a denial. But Dulles did not 
tell Hagerty 
that

Dulles, was

source of the new* stories. 
Hagerty complied with the request and 
issued the denial. He prepared an official 
White House statement that there wa* no 
truth in the stories. 
Immediately follow ing tins amazing “by­ 
play, the State Department held a policy 
meeting of high-level officials 
at

there was considerable speculation as 
to 
wrho at the White House had issued the 
denial slapping down 
the 
Secretary 
of 
State. 
"I’ll bet,” remarked Assistant Secretary 
of State Carl McCardle, “that it was that— 
C. D. Jackson.’’

“My experience in government t 
is that remarks like that always leak back 
to the man you’re talking about.” 
IKE ON C IVIL SERVICE

Republican National Committee called on 
President Eisenhower the other

to 
urge that civil service employees not 
be 
fired. 
Ira Gabrielson, brother of ex-chairman 
Guy Gabrielson, served for years 
under 
the Democrats as chief of Fish and Wild­ 
life. And he. together with spokesmen loi 
19 organizations, called on the 
President 
not only to urge that civil servants be pro­ 
tected but that public lands not be turneu 
over to private interest*. 
They didn’t get very far.

Phlebitis is the medical term used fur 
inflammation of the lining of the 
veins; 
th'ombopnlebitis or 
phleboUirombotas 
is 
the name applied if clots are present inside 
the veins at the same time. 
Since inflammation of the lining ut the 
veins is likely to bring about the 
forma­ 
tion of clots, thrombophlebitis is probably 
et least as common as simple phlebitis. 
This (I arn referring to both conditions 
as one) is certainly a miserable affliction. 
It can result from varicose veins, from in­ 
jury, from too much bed rest, particularly 
in the presence of chronic 
disease, 
from 
certain blood diseases, and from a numbei 
of other things, though quite often no defi­ 
nite cause can be found at all. 
There is increased emphasis today 
on 
trying to prevent 
phlebitis or thrombo­ 
phlebitis. This involves a multiple line of 
attack, but has to be entirely under the 
direction of a physician responsible for the 
patient because the methods vary so much, 
and one must take 
into 
account 
other 
tilings besides the danger of 
developing 
these conditions. 
Once phlebitis or thrombophlebitis have 
developed they should not 
be 
neglected, 
particularly bwause of the hazard of a clot 
breaking off and going to the lungs, caus­ 
ing what is known as rn pulmonary embo­ 
lism.

When either condition is 
acute, 
treat­ 
ment includes absolute rest in bed, raising 
of the leg (if it is Hie leg which is involv­ 
ed) and application of heat. 
Atter the acute inflammation has sub­ 
sided the most important problem of treat­ 
ment is to prevent swelling. Elastic band­ 
ages are particularly helpful in this kind 
of Hung, but they must be properly appli­ 
ed. 
Phlebitis or thrombophlebitis are 
hard 
to cure entirely and tend to come 
back 
When this happens treatment is often dif­ 
ficult. It may be necessary to remove the 
inflamed veins by surgery if they are near 
the surface. 
SEEK INFECTION’S SOURCE 
A thorough search tor sources of infec­ 
tion is usually made, including examina­ 
tion of the teeth and tonsils. 
Treatments 
with small doses of X-rays and the me ot 
one of the sulfonamide drugs or 
antibio­ 
tics may bi helpful.

Commerce, $861,136,925 a cut of 
$270,059,000. 
This boosted to more than $1,300,-

Whatever effect it actually had 
on UN troops who saw it. it is 
now giving Davis a big 
laugh. 
The leaflet has his name, serial 
num ber and outfit—the 15th Regi­ 
ment of the 3rd Division— right, 
but that is all.

ANN ARBOR—Jobs are 
out 
looking for teachers this year, it 
was stressed in a report made at 
the University of Michigan Fri 
day. 
Dr. T. Luther Purdom, director 
of the University’s Bureau of Ap 
pointments and Occupational In 
formation, revealed these facts at 
the 12th annual 
Conference 
on 
Teacher 
Demand, 
Supply 
and 
Placement 
Dr. Purdom Stated that “ there 
are no over-crowded fields. 
A 
few persons won’t get jobs be­ 
cause of special preferences 
re­ 
garding location, but there 
are 
openings in all fields. 


Complete For Teachers 
“We are going to 
hire 
6,700 
teachers in Michigan. 
Of these, 
2,330 will be inexperienced. An­ 
other 3,000 already 
will 
have 
been teaching in the state but are 
included in the 6,700 because they 
will be switching positions. 
That 
will leave about 
1,500 
teachers 
that we must find elsewhere. 
“It is evident that we will lose 
many more teachers this 
year 
than before to other states, such 
as California, Washington, Ore- 
lon, Colorado, Illinois, New Jer- 
ley and New York, because sys­ 
tems in these states are offering 
tigher salaries. Consequently, we 


probably will have to find more 
than the 1,500.” 
Dr. Purdom stated 
that 
the 
state’s 
teacher-training 
schools 
have prepared 3,475 persons this 
year 
“ On the basis of past ex 
perience, only 2,300 w ill be avail 
able, as 33 per cent will not go into 
teaching. 
This 
means that 
in 
view of the number needed no one 
should go without a teaching job. 
Enrollment Up 
Greatest shortages are in cie 
mentary education, library work 
home economics and commercial 
areas, he indicated. 
Speaking of Michigan’s urgent 
need for teachers, he stated that 
in the nation 3,500,000 youngsters 
w ill be entering school this fall 
for the first time. 
“ In Michigan, we are going 
to 
have .in approximate enrollment 
increase of 70,000 children. About 
150.000 w ill be five-year-olds en 
tering for the first time. 
Taking 
into consideration the number of 
17-year-olds 
who 
drop 
out 
about 40.000— plus approximately 
40.000 seniors, you get an 
in­ 
crease of 70,000 children in our 
schools.” 
Discussing salaries, Dr. Purdom 
stated that the average beginning 
teacher without experience 
can 
expect to receive about $3,000 to 
$3,800. 
In many of our nation’s 
schools, maximum 
salaries 
are 
running as high as $6,000 to $7,000. 
Eighty of 83 counties and 98 
per cent of the state’s 
teachers 
were represented in this report.

In its place, science has given 
us new waxes, dusters, 
polishes 
and cleaners aimed to do specific 
jobs. 
Housecleaning is more effi­ 
cient and more sanitary with these 
helpers. About the only exercise 
you get is one 
in vigorous self­ 
control to avoid overloading your 
shelves with super-special aids. 
Practically 
every homemaker, 
be she rookie or veteran, can use 
specialized cleaning 
help in 
the 
kitchen. Enameled woodwork and 
shining appliances gather sticky 
fingerprints, food stains and sooty 
film. 
Devised to clean up prob­ 
lems like these is • new kitchen 
wax which erases even the stub­ 
born yellowing film that cooking 
fumes deposit on enameled cab­ 
inets and woodwork. 
It works as well e s porcelain 
enameled appliances and stap­ 
les* steel trim*. The creamy emul­ 
sion, applied with a damp rag, 
eliminates the dirt. A light follow­
